A large part of the debt was' 
the assumption of Continental | 
notes, which had long been con-| 
sidered worthless. News of this| 
decision “‘leaked’’ and speculators | 
who were in on the news made 
fortunes by buying them up from | 
the unsuspecting. 

That debt represented for the | 
new and untried government, | 
backed by an economy largely | 
agricultural, a burden greater | 
than the one now carried by this 
country. 

The national debt always has 
fluctuated. In 1816 it stood at 127 
million dollars. War had done that 
—the one of 1812. The country 
was almost bankrupt. Large areas 
along the Atlantic Coast had been 
devastated by the ‘‘scorched) 
earth’? method. The Capitol at) 
Washington had been burned. The 
government had fled. Shouldering | 
that debt brought forth the usual 
moans and the prophets of doom. 


Lowest Debt 


Old Andy Jackson, once he had 
killed off the iniquitous Bank of 
the United States, brought the 
debt down to a mere $33,000... 
the lowest in the nation’s his- 
tory. And Andy was a Democrat, 
too . . . father of what might be 
called modern democracy .. . as 
opposed to modern Republicanism. 

War is your great maker of 
debt. The Mexican war kicked it 
up to 63 million dollars and by 
1861 it was up to $90,500,000, large- 
ly because of decreased custom 
duties at Southern ports. 

The financial strain of the war 
brought the economy close to 
ruin despite the great boom and 
profits to individuals. There was 
then no adequate tax to drain off 
excess War gains. 

The Civil War made necessary 
the issue of paper money. By 
1862 the national debt had passed 
the billion-dollar mark. This 
brought forth a full chorus of 
Cassandras, all assuring the peo- 
ple such a debt was impossible 
to carry. | 

In 1866 the debt had passed the | 
two-billion-dollar mark, standing 
at $2,700,000,000. It dropped under | 
the billion mark in 1892 but the 
Spanish war elevated it once 
more. In 1916 the debt was a 
mere $1,225,145,000. By this time 
we ran into a war which in- 
volved more than muskets and 
cannon. It was on a world scale. 
It was waged against an enemy 
which had prepared across long | 
years while other nations hoped 
for peace. 


The Kaiser 


Bill the Kaiser got us up to: 
$95 482,034,000. In 1930 it was 
worked down to under 20 billion 
dollars. But then came the de- 
pression. And before that agony 
and expense was done, we were 
in the second great world war. 
And that was a war in which the 
hardware, the appliances and 
utensils were really costly—mak- 
ing the first war seem like a 
tour through a 10-cent store. A 
couple of bombers in that war 
cost about what we paid for all 
the canvas and wire fighters of 
the first conflict. 

Franklin Roosevelt managed the 
depression, costly as it was, 
rather frugally. By 1939 we were 
out of it, and into the beginnings 
of the great war. We owed just 
over 40 billion dollars. The vast 
expense of war raised it to $269,- 
422,099,000 by 1946. 

Harry S. Truman, another Dem- 
ocrat, took 10 billion dollars off 
the debt by 1952. 

That was the year the Repub- 
lican high command, in prepar- 
ing the speeches for candidate 
Eisenhower, gave him words to 
say which both he and they now 
wish they could forget. They now 
are having to eat them. . . and 
words, like crow, while edible, 
are not very tasty. In 1952 the 
GOP mocked Harry Truman's 
piddling 10-billion-doliar reduction 
and said that all we needed were 
some brains in Washington to cut 
it down and reduce taxes. 

But destiny and events have a 
way of mocking men. 

We now are preparing to raise 
the debt limit to 300 billion dol- 
lars.

Mcklroy S peeds Defense Shakeup, 
Appoints Rockefeller to Key Post 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (UP)— 
Defense Secretary Neil H. Mc- 
Elroy today announced a sharp 
speedup in reorganization of the 
Defense Department and named 
two critics of the present military 
setup to help him. | 

McElroy said his drive to 
streamline the Pentagon for the 
space age would proceed under 
“forced draft,” with a target date 
that ‘‘puts pressure on all of us to 
move rapidly.” He planned to sub- 
mit recommendations to President 
Eisenhower in several weeks. 

Brought in to advise him were 
William C. Foster,‘ an author of 
the controversial and still - secret 
Gaicher report on U.S. security, 
and Nelson A. Rockefeller, spon- 
mo of proposals for drastic re- 


vamoning of military agencies. 


They will join Gen. Omar N; 
Bradley and Adm. Arthur W. Rad- 
ford, former chairmen of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and Gen. Nathan 


F. Twining, present chairman, as 
McElroy’s top aides on the reor- 
ganization problem. 

McElroy disclosed the organiza- 
tion speedup at a hastily - called 
news conference. It carne on the 
heeis of the President’s announce- 
ment in a Chicago speech last 
night that he intended to ‘“par- 
ticipate personally” in the reor- 
ganization.

On Airport Concessions 


Mayor Hartsfield’s announcement that 
the public interest requires that the Atlan- 
ta Airport Aldermanic Committee adopt 
the time-tested policies of the New York 
Port Authority has sound logic behind it. 

The main issue is one of imadtaate ig 
consumer and personal service contracts 
to better serve the public’s interests. New 
York’s Port Authority, 
as a national model and which operates 
three of the world’s great airports, nego- 
tiates all such contracts. : 

As a further guarantee of the public's 
interests, the airport administratior il] 
bring to Atlanta Robert S. Curtiss, head 
of the New York authority's department 
on concessions and real estate, to advise 
the city on such matters affecting the new 
airport terminal. 

The New York experience has been 
duplicated by other major airports. Cer- 
tain service contracts are negotiated in 
order to be sure that experienced firms 
and persons able to provide adequate and 
first-rate service are engaged. Letting 
these on bids, as the mayor says, “‘would 
allow too many inexperienced, undesir- 
able people to get in by outbidding more 
desirable firms with proved financial in- 
tegrity and ability.” 

Under the plan, all qualified persons 
and firms will be invited to submit prop- 
ositions and all negotiations will be open 
to public inspection. A New York con- 
sultant for terminal and transportation 
facilities also will be brought in to advise 
the committee. 

We are sticklers for the process of bid- 
ding but there are exceptions to all rules. 
And this exception has been proved wise 
through experience. So long as all nego- 
tiations are open to public inspection and 
audit, as they will be, the public will be 
better served for the exception.

could not have been written di- 
rectly to us. 

To honor all men is a lesson 
we, too, need. Most of us respect 
our own kind, those who think as 
we do, live along our street, work 
in our shop and generally reflect 
the way of life we best know. But 
St. Peter told the early Christians 
that they were to honor even 
those who were not of their num- 
ber. That was not an easy lesson 
for them nor is it for us. 

We must respect all manner of 
men, their individuality, their dif- 
ferences, their possibilities. To 
honor men of another creed, race, 
social status or economic po- 
sition, just because they are men 
and as men our brothers in 
Christ, is to follow St. Peter’s 
injunction. 

Second, St. Peter taught us to 
love the brotherhood. By this he 
was referring to the church which 
often was called the Brotherhood 
or the Brethren. It was difficult 
for the members of the young 
church to love each other. The 
story in the New Testament tells 
of strife, jealousy and bitterness 
in the Christian communities. If 
Christians don’t always love 
Christians, can we wonder that 
those outside of religious groups 
find it difficult to love one an 
other?

Third, St. Peter says fear God 
That was perhaps the easiest les- 
son for the earliest Christians io 
master but it is more difficult for 
us. We love God, we show our 
need for Him, we patronize and 
sentimentalize Him, we even be- 
lieve Him, but most of us do not 
fear Him. The fear of God is al- 
most a lost word in much of 
modern theological language. To 
fear God means that we recog- 
nize His perfection and our im- 
perfection; His sovereignty and 
our helplessness; His complete 
worthiness and our unworthiness. 
“‘Awe”’ is, I think, a better word 
than “fear.” Do you approach 
God with wonder, awe and praise 
or are you too proud? 

Finally, the Christians were 
told to honor the emperor. Their 
emperor, to our way of thinking, 
was dishonorable. He persecuted 
the Christians and pledged him- 
self to destroy all Christians. Yet 
Peter must have known what we 
kngw, that good Christians be- 
lieve in order and law. 

Perhaps you don’t always agree 
with those who have won elec- 
tions; perhaps you heartily dis- 
like them. But when we dishonor 
them we dishonor their office and 
bring into disrepute the founda- 
tions of government. Respect for 
government is not always easy 
but it is essential for Christians.

Disconcert Dulles 


WASHINGTON—The secretary of state of the 
nation that has spent more time and money on 
advertising and public relations than all the other 


countries in ‘the world combined said recently that the Soviet Union 


was winning the propaganda war. 


Moreover, said Dulles, there 
was really very little we could do 
about it. The United States had 
the initiative in putting forward 
genuine disarmament proposals, 
he said, but the Soviet Union had 
smothered these proposals with 
words. 


“Are you then saying,” a re- 
porter asked, “that the Soviet 
Union is articulating a bad policy 
better than we are articulating a 
good policy?” 

“That could very well be,” 
Dulles replied. .“‘They have de- 
veloped their propaganda to a 
much higher degree than we have 
done it. Probably that is because 
they do everything through gov- 
ernment. They don’t have any 
free press and so forth. They can 
say one thigg here and another 
thing there.’ 

This is an old but increasingly 
serious problem.  Bulganin 
knocked President Eisenhower's 
State-of-the-Union message off 
the top headlines in most Euro- 
pean papers with another appeal 
for a summit conference, Mos- 
cow's timing was equally good 
last month when Bulganin sent 
out a flurry of letters proposing 
the partial neutralization of Cen- 
tral Europe on the eve of the 
North Atlantic Treaty heads of 
government meeting in Paris. 

What Dulles said about the dis- 
armament proposals of the two 


sides illustrates the same prob- 
lem. Washington did put forward 
some promising suggestions, but 
the narcotic force of Moscow’s 
tricky slogans has put the United 
States on the defensive. 


Is the West so lacking in origi- 
nality, imagination and persist- 
ence that it cannot articulate good 
policies as well as the Commu- 
nists can articulate bad policies? 


There is nothing in our system, 
however, that demands that we 
wait around for a month. to an- 
swer Bulganin’s December letter. 
Moscow has no monopoly on pa- 
per and pencils. We are _ not 
obliged by our Constitution or our 
allies to wait until Bulganin puts 
the President in a position of al- 
ways answering letters from Mos- 
cow. 

It would be very eee | - 
see Moscow's and the world’s 
action if the President were ‘to 
invite the Soviet Union to match 
the aid given by the United States 
to Europe, the Middle East and 
the Far East since the end of the 
last war. 

If, as Dulles says, the world 
does not really understand the 
United States disarmament pro- 
posals, let the President write to 
the world leaders spelling out 
what he has done and why.

U.S. Polio Foundation Sent 
$700.000 to South in 1957 


The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis sent nearly 
$700,000 into the South during 1957 to supplement local funds for 
care and treatment of polio patients, the foundation's regional office 
in Atlanta said Tuesday. 

The funds were in addition to 


about $2,500,000 that remained in 
the treasuries of the South's 
county polio chapters from the 
1957 March of Dimes. 


With new polio cases in 1957. 
at the lowest point in the past 
decade, officials said, about 90. 
per cent of the patient aid funds | 
was spent for treatment of in-| 
dividuals stricken in previous 
years. | 

About $690,765 in supplementary | 
funds was sent to 179 chapters in| 
the eight states served by the 
Atlanta headquarters when those 
chapters ran out of money for 
paying patients’ bills, officials | 
said. 

The polio foundation also pro- | 
vided 30 iron lungs, 61 chest res- 
pirators and 38 rocking beds for 
patients in Southern hospitals dur- 
ing the year. 

New polio cases reported during | 
1957 by Southern states included | 
North Carolina, 221; Tennessee, | 


| 150; Florida, 133; South Caro- 
lina, 129; Virginia, 112; Missis. 
sippi, 106; Georgia, 86, and Ala- 
bama, 59.

“One thing the Legislature 
has no control over,” declared 


Rep. Jack Tarpley of Union 
County in discussing the traffic 
safety and driver education 
bills, “‘is the mind of the pub- 
lic.”” 

The chairman of the House 
Traffic Study Committee was 
addressing the Governor’s 
Legislative Forum for Women, 
sponsored by the Georgia League 
of Women Voters. 


“We cannot have safety on 
the highways unless the public 
wants safety,”” he continued. 
“These bills are designed to 
make each driver conscious of 
his individual responsibility.” 
DRIVER TRAINING 

Rep. Tarpley said a driver- 
training program would accom- 
plish more for traffic safety 
than any other provision of the 
bills now before the House and 
Senate. He termed the driver 
education bill to encourage high 
school programs the most im- 
portant of the group and briefly 
outlined its features: 

A Division of Safety Educa- 
tion would be set up within the 
Department of Public Safety, 
now directed by Col. W. C. Dom- 
iny. The division would include 
34 patrolmen to act as coordi- 
nators in the 34 State Patrol dis- 
tricts. They would be trained 
to certify teachers in local 
schools in driving instructors. 

Also, in effect, they would try 
to sell to local high schools the 
driver education program of- 
fered by the division. They 
would make teaching materials 
such as textbooks available and 
give any necessary supplemen- 
tal training. 

FINANCIAL REASONS 


Primarily for financial reas- 
ons, this bill substitutes for the 
original driver training program 
proposed by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. To acquire 
materials and personnel for 
compulsory driver education in

all state high schools, the edu- 
cation department offered a 
budget of more than $2,500,000. 

Rep. Tarpley explained that 
his committee could not hope 
to get this appropriation, and 
the proposed program was 
transferred to the Department 
of Public Safety. 

REPORT 

This bill asks the House to 
appropriate $200,000. It also asks 
that courts collect money for 
the program by adding 10 per 


cent to imposed traffic fines. 


This method of financing, about 
which Rep. Tarpley expects 
controversy should raise 
an additional $300,000-$500,000. 
He would have preferred, he 
said, to attach some flat fee to 
driver's licenses or the like.

CERTIFICATE 

The bill has a provision that 
requires students applying for a 
driver’s license to furnish a cer- 
tificate from a certified driver 
education course. In response 
to a question from Mrs. F. P. 
Rossman, who at the forum rep- 
resented the Council of Cath- 
colic Women, Rep. Tarpley as- 
sured her that this proposal 
would not be mandatory until 
driver training is available to 
everyone. 

In answer to Mrs. Weldon 
Shows of the Georgia PTA Con- 
gress, he said that teachers in 
local schools probably would 
have to rearrange their sched- 
ules or receive extra pay for 
teaching driving. ‘This is an 
administrative problem _ that 
would have to be worked out 
between the school authorities 
and the department's coordina- 
tor,”” he added. 

Rep. Tarpley stressed that 
the bill is intended to open the 
door for adequate driver educa- 
tion in all state high schools. 
“I still feel,”’ he added, ‘that 
eventually the program will at 
least partly come under the 
jurisdiction of the education 
department.”

Well, hooray, Sister Keel is getting her mission! 
You don’t know Sister Keel? 
A lot of Atlantans don’t. If you have a relatively warm house 


and shoes for your feet and groceries in the kitchen there’s no 
particular reason for you to know Sister Keel. If your children go 
to Sunday School and your husband stays out of jail, it’s perfectly 
possible your path wouldn't have crossed hers. 


But one of the most warming and inspiring and humbling 
experiences in my life was my meeting with Sister Henrietta Keel 
on a grubby back lot in a cotton mill section one bitter cold after- 
noon many winters ago. 


She stood there in the wind, an old-fashioned knitted shawl 
thrown over her head—her strong, plain, beautifully aging face 
reddening in the cold. And she called out to the shivering blue- 
lipped little boys and girls who came out of Picketis Alley to play 
on the vacant lot. She called them by name welcoming them, 
inquiring about the folks at home, hugging a pair of thin shoul- 
ders here, wiping a nose there. 


Sister Henrietta Keel is one woman who took literally Christ's 
admonition to a would-be follower. When her own family had 
grown up and no longer needed her she sold all her goods and 
gave to the poor and moved from a comfortable home in a pleas- 
ant section of town to a room in the slums to be close to people 
who needed her. She dropped the ‘“‘Mrs.”’ and became ‘‘Sister” 
Keel to her new friends—not for any particular religious reason 
but because ‘‘Sister’’ was warmer and friendlier and denoted a 
difference from social workers and policewomen. 

She started with a vacant lot and made a playground. She 
taught Sunday School to those who didn’t have shoes to wear to 
the nearest church. She organized a vacation Bible school for the 
summer. Living frugally herself she begged from old friends and 
church groups so she could feed the hungry and clothe the naked. 


Gradually with the passage of time help has come to Sister 
Keel. Young people groups from various churches pitched in to 
help her run the playground after school, to teach and direct. 
The United Church Women heard about her and began to help, 
sponsoring the Daily Vacation Bible School program, sending 
teachers and, perhaps best of all, refreshments. 


All along Sister Keel has longed for a building for shelter 


against the weather. At first the United Church Women rented a 
makeshift shelter for her. And now the news is that they’re going 
to build a mission! 


Mrs. Chester E. Martin told me about it. The Business Wom- 
en’s group of the United Church Women of Atlanta have obtained 
bids on a small building, which will be called the Savannah Street 
Mission. It won't be large or fine. It will be considerably better 
than the present building and a base, we hope, for future building. 

Mrs. James K. Dobbs, of 1751 Flagler Ave., NE, is treasurer 
of the group and is receiving donations from anybody who wants 
to help Sister Keel in her project. 

“It is a fine way to dedicate an offering to a cause which, 
as Dr. Schweitzer says, is building ‘reverence for life,’’’ one of 
the church women wrote. 


It’s a fine personal charity, if you need one. When I heard 
the news I tried to find Sister Keel to see how she was feeling 
about it but she was out, undoubtedly making her morning rounds, 
holding a colicky baby for a tired mother, comforting somebody 
newly bereaved, taking a coat to a shivering child. 


But it doesn’t matter. I know how Sister Keel feels. There fs 
a steadiness, a conviction, a tranquility about her faith that makes 
you wonder how the mission could be this long coming.
